ST. LOUIS GUARDS GO.

St. Louis men who were brought in

sent back early Friday morning and

Friday morning that everything was 
quiet in the Wabash yards and that 
no incident of disorder had followed 
the first trouble.

MERCER S STATEMENT. 


"We had a report come to our mass 


meeting in the hall," said Chairman 
Mercer, "that fifty colored workers 
were coming up on No. 10 and some 
of the fellows got up and went over 
to try to stop them from taking our 
jobs 
I was in an executive board 


meeting at the tinw when word came 
to me that there was some trouble. 


"I rushed over to Jasper street and 


the subway and there met the crowd, 
held back by two men with shot- 
guns. I have told the officials all 
along that the sight of these things 
did more to inflame the feeling of 
the men than anything else. I got the 
men quieted and told them to return 
to the hall 


DISPERSES MEN. 


"I talked with Mr. Barham, Wa- 


bash special agent in charge at De- 
catur, and he agreed with me to re- 
move these outside armed guards and 
replace them with Decatur men. Upon

RUSH INTO YARDS. 


As the train pulled in, no negroes 


•were in sight and Wabash officials 
announced to the police that none 


being brought in. The men be- 
g suspicious, rushed east frojn

sub-svay and waited for this train to 
pull out for the east. As it did, It 
came to

GUARDS DECLINE TO SHOOT. 
Other guards came up a; this time 


&nd the 
men 
halted 
temporarily, 


then 
started 
forward, while 
the 


guards retreated rather than shoot. 
They fell back almost 
to the ma- 


chine shop at the 
roundhouse and 


then several Wabash officials came 
out. Some of the men in the crowd 
shouted to "get them." 


DISARM GUARDS. 


At 
this 
point, 
officials 
asked 


the men if they would agree to re- 
tire provided the imported guards 
were sent away. Conservative heads 


• in the crowd 
agreed to do this so 


the officials 
took the 
guns away 


from the guards in the presence of 
the union men, most of whom then 


ATTACK 
WILSON. 


As the men or part of them ap- 


proached one of the openings in the 


00Pfense near the sandhouse, they met 


Art Wilson. Decatur man and for- 
mer captain of Co. A., and told him 
to "beat It" but W.lson replied he 
was there -to stay. Union men say 
Wilson drew a gun. 


KNOCKED UNCONSCIOUS. 


Wabash officials say he did not 


draw a gun. However, Wilson was 
•truck by someone and rendered un- 
conscious. He was picked up and 


in a taxicab to be sent home 


to work right away and secure suit- 
able local men for the guards. I work- 
ed until 6 o'clock getting the men 
Dispersed and sent away and then 
went home and remained there" 


GATHER AGAIN. 


Another cro\vd of the men, said to 


number several hundred, 
gathered 


again at the station and near Jasper 
street Friday night to watch for Wa- 
bash No. 2, due in from St. Louis at 
S 25 o'clock. It is said that there wera 
some more workers on this train to 
get off at Decatur, but because of 
the looks of the crowd the tram made 
no stop at Jasper street and took the 
men on through. There was a report 
that a number of the men in the 
night crowd were flourishing revol- 


2rs. 
"I do not believe that," said Chair- 


man Merger, "for nearly all of the 
men have been in their shirt sleeves 
and without coats and would have no 
place to hide a revolver." 


WATCH TRAINS. 


Incoming trains on both Wabash 


and Illinois Central were watched 
closely for any importation of men, 
but no further disorders occurred dur- 
ing the night. 


Mayor Borchers was at the yards 


with Sheriff Peniwell and Capt. J, 
Lee Clme and talked to the shop- 
men urging them to maintain order. 


NOT TRYING TO 


BREAK UP UNIONS 


SAYS SUPT. STUMPF 


Superintendent J. E Stumpf of the 


Decatur division of the Wabash is- 
sued the following statement Thurs- 
day night. 


' We are not trying to break up the 


unions nor are we trying to fill the 
places of all the strikers with non- 
union men. However, it is our de- 
sire to keep trains moving and to 
supply the motive power needed lor 
these trains 
The promise to 
the 


union men to ro"move the private out- 
side guards will be kept and all of 
the men who were brought In here 
for that work are to be sent away." 


LETTER TO SHERIFF. 


Superintendent 
Stumpf 
sent 
the 


following letter to 
Sheriff Peniwell 


and city officials: 


"We beg to advise that 
there Is 


serious public disorder at and near 
our roundhouse and shops in Decatur, 
111. Our employes have been attacked 
by a large crowd of strikers There 
have

that &. \iolent attack Is to be made 
tonight on the company's property 
We have appealed to the strikers and 
their representatives without avail to 
stay away from our property. Wa are

crowd of strikers and their sympa'a- 
izera wera goitg to follow that train 
the deputy sheriffs rushed 
in their 


car to Jasper street while 
Officer 


Wood and myself went down Cerro 
Gordo street and over the right of 
way to where the train was to stop 
in the yards. 


NINE OFFICERS THERE. 


Tre two officers on duty 
at 
the 


station also went down the 
jards 


and instead of there being no offi- 
cers, there were nine officers, police 
and denuties on duty there at 
that 


time." 


Up to the time the police officers 


arrived the guards employed by the 
railroad company had held the crowd 
back stepping back gradually as the 
crowd came forward 
from 
Jasper 


street and the station. 


It appears to the 
officers 
th*t 


Arthur Wilson did not come back 
with the crowd and that he 
was 


alone when he was assaulted and his 
gun tak^n from Uim. Later the police 
officers took the gun away from the 
man who had it.

In his letter to his son, Mr. Schulz 


writes that for more than a year he 
has lived in exile, having been sent 
there by the Russians, and that dur- 
ing all that time he has had to sub- 
sist on grass and grain most of the 
time, the latter being in its natural 
state.

Farrington's plan for a sep- 
arate wage contract for Illinois, which 
in turn will be submitted to the "rank 
and file" for a vote. This action will 
be taken, however, only in event the 
miners and operators fail to get to- 
gether at Washington and the gov- 
ernment steps In to bring the strike 
at an end.

Tangier, Morocco—President Hard- 


ing s fellowtownsman and 
personal 


friend, the Rev. Joseph M. Denning, 
who baa just assumed his duties here 
as American consul and diplomatic 
agent, has come to Africa at a time 
when Morocco Is torn with unrest 
and Spain and France are both light- 
ing to maintain supremacy In their 
zones of influence. 


Eighteen jears ago John 
Hay's 


"Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead!" 
rang through the streets of Morocco 
and^four American warships steamed 
into Tangier to back up 
American 


demands for the release of Ian >Per- 
dicaris, whom Raisuli had 'kidnaped 
and was holding in the mountains 
for ransom. 


PROMPT PAYMENT. 


The Moroccan government under- 


stood the language of warships with 
guns turned 
shoreward. 
It 
paid 


Raisuli the 10,000 English pounds he 
demanded for Perdicaris' release, and 
the Incident was closed 


But this same Raisuli is still on 


the rampage. 
He an<l many other 


bandit chiefs are operating within 
a hundred miles of Tangier. Rajisull 
has grown fat and prosperous since 
the days when he made the Moroc- 
can government pay him so well for 
the release of Ian Perdicaris 
and 


Walter B Harris, the correspondent 
of the London Times 
, 


DRIVEN FROM CITADEL. 


But a few days ago the Spanish 


troops drove him out of his citadel 
at Dazroot,'60 miles south oJ Tangier, 
and he and his harera and three or 
4,000 soldiers are in flight in the 
mountains before the artillery, of the 
Spanish leaders who have less fear 
of bandits than has the Moroccan 
govei nment. 


It was In 1904 that Raisuli cap- 


tured PerdiicarJs and blackmailed the 
Moroccan sultan into ransoming him 
to avoid trouble with America. The 
bandit leader became so powerful 
that he was named governor' of~the 
Tangier district a little later and TV 8°, 
also named governor of the city ol 
Arzela. He was such a power that 
the government could not 
refuse 


him what he wished. When Spain 
took over under the Algeclras Trea.t> 
in 1912 it curried favor with Ratsuli 
He was given arms for tils forces and 
made a sort of governor. 


LIVED IN STYLE. 


Three years ago 
the 
Spaniards 


tired of the extortions and demands 
of Raisuli, ousted him from office 
At Dazroot he had erected a fortified 
castle where he kept his bandit army 
and his treasury "protected against 
Invaders 
He had machine-guns, but 


no heavy artillery. 
So 
when 
the 


Spanish forces turned heavy shells 
against his stronghold a few days 
ago there was nothing for him and 
his followers to do but flee

Uniformity of operation and 
the 


effectiveness of a radio receiver are 
in a great measure dependent upon 
_the care used In the construction, as 
well as the desfgn, of'those units 
which go to make up the whole. 


Those who build their own outfits 


in most cases go wrong when making 
the simplest piece ol radio equipment 
—the Inductance coil. . . 


Losses within the radio circuit re- 


sult not only, In 'weaker signals but' 
also in lack' of selectivity—the abil- 
ity to tune'one station In and another 
out. 


Even with the most common ma- 


terials at hand, a fairly good radio 
coll -can 
be built 
without 
much 


trouble 
If a few precautions are 


taken. 


The form upon which the winding 


is placed must be moisture proof. 


A cardboard tube will do—If It Is 


dried in the oven. While still warm 
apply a coat ol shellac. Dry again 
and then give it another coat—both 
inside the tube and out. 


When you are sure that the tube is 


dry, start winding. v

If It is desired to take off taps at 


intervals, do it while the winding is 
in progress. If the wire is of a size 
not smaller than No. 26, the taps

cent of the total sum to be paid. It 
is a rather handsome saving. 


Two items go to make up the 


•aYlng. Freight rates on the neces- 
sary material are now $1,500 
less 


than they were even a week ago. 


There ia an even bigger saving on 


better market prices for the paving 
"paper," In this instance the Item 
is $5,000. This means that the ?66,- 
000 of paper will sell 
for 
about 


$5,000 more than it -would a short 
while since. Contractors naturally 
take such features Into account 'in 
figuring bids. 


One likes to hear of savings of 


this kind. 
And we havo in mind 


that bids on other paving projects 
wlH soon be opened here, and It is 
pleasing to assume that all these 
savings will be in order at that time. 
Also it is likely that Just as good 
bids can be had now as at any time 
in the next year.

Well, it does look as if the Macon 


county hard road committee will be

The committee did have a contract 


east of town, one it had salted down, 
but it was moved by some strange 
spirit to sublet that work so that it 
might be m position to make a bid on 
the stretch of roai-to the north of 
town.

it out that unless they v.oted his 15 
cents on almonds he will refuse to 
vote for something others want. And 
there you are, this fellow is holding 
the other fellow up at the point of 
a loaded gun. and high tariff mak- 
ing begins to look something like a 
riot.

SHOE POINTERS 


' 
BY DR. B. H. BISHOP. 


Fsw people know how to select 


shoes these days so that they will 
not have any trouble with their feet. 
Foot troubles ar» mostly traceable 
to ill-fitting shoes. 


A recent 
investigation Into 
the 


matter by the National T. W. C. A. 
elicted these rules for selection of 
shoes. 
* 


1. Straight Inner border to fol- 


low line of normal foot. 
> 


2. Room lor toon without crowd- 


ing. 


3. Broad low heel. 
4. Flexible shank, 
allowing /aa- 


tion of arch muscles. 


5. Low cut, permitting free use of 


ankle. 


An exhaustive study of the shoe 


question was recently made by the 
board of police surgeons of New 
York for the benefit of ten thousand 
policemen In that city. 


They found among 
other things 


that 'use' of shoes lor many genera- 
tions has gradually limited the mo- 
tion of the' feet, and the constant 
wearing of ,badly' fitting shoes, and 
the Improper _ position 
In 
standing 


and walking,' lias deformed our feet 
until a perfectly, normal loot 1s sel- 
dom found In adults. 


The foot, they say, Is made up of 


a numbejr of small bones bound to- 
gether by ligaments 
and muscles 


that help to hold them In an arch, 
from toe to heel. The weight of the 
body 13 carried on the crown of this 
arch. The points of support of the 
arch are three: The heel behind and 
tho balls of the great and little toes 
in front. 
This r-csembles a three- 


legged stool. 


I£ one sits squarely on such a stool 


it Is firm, but sit on the edge and 
it will upset. So if the foot is tuined 
outward, the weight of the body falls 
on the inside of the loot, and the 
fDot rolls Inward and tends to .be- 
come flat. But it the toes are turned 
in a llttle-the weight of the body is 
borne equally by all pa.rts qf the 
foot. 


If the supports of the 
foot, th* 


mutoles and ligaments, waste7 away 
or stretch, 
the 
ends of the arch' 


spread, the Instep flattens, the bones 
press upo'n the sensitive nerves and 
catise pain, while the natural springi- 
ness of the loot Is Impaired 
and 


walking becomes difficult. 
' 


Prevention of flat foot Is most im- 


portant. It consists In exrclslng the 
feet and legs, learning to stand' aijiJ 
walk correctly, and wearing the right 
sort of shoes.

In general the correct shoe is not 


too heavy, and one 
that 
touches 


over its entire length a ruler laid 
along Us Inner side. Pointed shoes 
or any shoes which crowd the big toe 
outwards, against the other ttoes, 
will cause trouble and are likely to 
produce flat feet. 


It is well to wear a shoe with a 


flexible arch, especially if (here Is 
any degree of weakness in the arch 
of the foot, as such a shoe permits 
the foot to be exercised and allows 
constant change of position In walk- 
ing and standing. It 
Is better *o 


wear a laced Bather than a button 
shoe, so that the pressure over the 
Instep,'may be changed for the sake 
of comfort.
